After  gaining  entrance  to  Lu¬ 
ther  Hall,  the  burglars  made  ar 
unsuccessful  attempt  to  pry  open 
the  door  of  the  treasurer’s  office, 
after  which  they  broKe  a  small 
pane  of  glass  in  the  door  and 
turned  the  latch  on  the  inside. 

As  far  as  can  be  determined, 
nothing  was  taken  from  the 
treasurer’s  office,  although  the 
burglars  rifled  several  drawers 
and  files.  Apparently  they 
scared  away  by  something,  i 
safe  was  untouched.

Morell  and  Nichols  of 
Minneapolis,  have  been  selected 
to  act  as  “site  planners";  and 
Dougher,  Rich  and  Woodbum, 
fX*.,  Moines,  were  named  as 
building  architects"  for  Wart- 
burg’s  expansion  program 
Morell  and  Nichols  have  coop¬ 
erated  with  the  University  of 
Minnesota  for  many  years  in  tho 
planning  of  its  campus.  They  have 
also  planned  Luther  College,  Con¬ 
cordia  College,  Carleton,  Washing¬ 
ton  State  and  many  others- 
Dougher,  Rich,  and  Woodburn 
have  done  extensive  work  in  this 
section  of  the  country,  having 
worked  with  Grinnell,  Coe  Col¬ 
lege,  Iowa  State  at  Ames,  State 
Teachers  College  at  Cedar  Falls 
and  others. 

The  first  meeting  of  the 
Building  Committee  was  held 
■on  Wednesday,  April  3.  The 
members  of  this  committee 
are:  Eev.  L.  Belk,  Chairman; 
Dr.  E.  KcrtcS,  Secretary;  Mr. 
Walter  Voecks;  Prof.  A.  Aar- 
d&l;  and  Pres.  C.  H.  Becker. 
The  committee  engaged  Mr.  L. 
Kehe,  of  Waverly,  as  engineer.  Mr. 
Kehe  will  complete  thp  topograph¬ 
ical  map  for  the  campus. 

Plans  for  the  new  gymnasium 
and  girls'  dormitory,  are  already 
underway.  Sketches  for  the  new 
buildings  will  be  ready  to  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Board  of  Christian 
Higher  Education  within  a  short 
time- 

The  plans  for  the  remodeling  of 
Wartburg  Hall  are  also  underway. 
These  plans  include  fourteen  addi¬ 
tional  living  quarters  to  accom¬ 
modate  twenty-eight  additional 
girls.  The  remodeling  of  the  ma¬ 
tron’s  quarters  and  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  a  social  center  on  the 
ground  floor  ore  also  included. 
The  social  center  is  being  equip¬ 
ped  and  furnished  by  the  Wart¬ 
burg  Alumni  Association. 

North  Hall,  which  must  contin¬ 
ue  to  serve  temporarily,  until  the 
new  Commons  has  been  complet¬ 
ed,  will  be  converted  to  cafeteria 
service. 

The  new  campus  will  Include 
forty  acres.  This  excludes  the 
athletic  field,  which  is  supplied 
by  the  city.

It  would  not  be  desirable  to  increase  the  advertis¬ 
ing  space  to  cover  the  cost,  for  then  the  benefit  of  the  ad¬ 
ditional  pages  would  be  minimized.  Instead,  we  must  seek 
help  elsewhere. 

The  resources,  as  yet  untapped  to  any  sizable  degree, 
must  come  from  the  friends  of  Wartburg  throughout  the 
middlewest  and  any  scattered  alumni  and  backers  else- , 
where.  The  subscription  rate  of  the  Trumpet  will  not  exceed  I truth' 
the  present  rate  of  $1.25  per  year.  What  we  would  like  is  to  ‘ 
have  the  parents  of  every  one  of  the  potential  student  body 
enter  a  subscription.  Your  sons  and  daughters  do  not  want 
to  send  their  paper  home  to  you.  They  want  to  keep  it  for 
themselves,  and  yet  they  want  you  to  be  able  to  read  about 
them. 

Every  member  of  the  illustrious  alumni  of  Wartburg 
should  be  a  loyal  subscriber.
